of the sexual offender program at~ 
the Oregon State Hospital says there 
-is no cure for people who sexually _ 
abuse children. 

M *There are no cures," said Robert- 
Freeman-Longo. "At- any point, in t 
time, if' they believe there's no 
longer a problem, they're prone to 
fall back into their deviancy." 

Freeman-Long recently gathered 
data -showing that the 35 men- in the 
hospital's sex offender unit claimed, 
responsibility for a total of 20,276 
sex crimes, ranging from obscene 
phone calls to exhibitionism to rape. 

The 17 child molesters in the unit 
accepted responsibility for about 4,- 
000 sexual assaults on more than 1,* 
000 victims, with one offender 
claiming 500 female victims. 

Like recovered alcoholics, a pedo- 
phile wbo has received treatment 
must avoid exposure to anything 
that migbtanmse his desire for chil- 
dren. The behavior is compulsive 
and addictive, Freeman-Longo said. 

Of the 20 men released in the Sa*' 
lem area aftger undergoing at lest 
two years of the rigorous program 
for sex offenders, only two were in- 



volved in sexual crimes leading to 
- re-arrest, Freeman-Longo said. 
.Both involved the theft of women's 
iunderwear. 

A sudden increase in reports of 
.child sexual abuse and the need for 
. better methods for teachers, par- 
-ents and social workers to cope with 
the epidemic were the focus of a re- 
-cent two-day sexual abuse confer- 
ence at Oregon State University. 

Social workers at the conference 
learned that unlike physical abuse, 
which often can be spotted by teach- 
ers and doctors because of physical 
evidence of the crime, sexual abuse 
*ls a covert crime in which the of- 
fender gradually gains the trust of a 
child, then exploits that trust. 

Freeman-Longo said that data 
from child molesters he works with 
show that the most likely victims 
are boys between 6 and 12, which 
goes against most studies that indi- 
cate the most common victims are 
young giris. He said he suspect 
that's because boys have not yet 
overcome the taboo against talking 
about sexual crimes and, conse- 
quently, are not as open about 
asking for help.

We were asked if we had any information in our Confidential File and the 
answer was that no information existed. 



After more consuiation I called Mr. Buford Sill, the Scout Executive of 
the Orange County Council , where Mr* Scott lives* Buford Hill immediately 
indicated that he was personally acquainted with the individual and that he 
had been an active volunteer in the council. 



On July 31, I received a call from Mr. Hill indicating that he had done 
some investigation and that he had also talked to Mr, waiter D. Scott. 

The indication was that Mr» Scott had never been in i^iehosg^a^ which was 
indicated in the letter but that it was possible that j^^^^^^ Bhad been. 
It seems there have been many problems within the family relationships and 
that ^^^^B which indicates was abused, eventually left his 

mother and will not allow visits to his children by their grandmother. 

It seems that Mr* Scott has also maintained communications with both the daughter 
and the son over the years f and is presently an active volunteer with a long 
time marriage and has retired as a pilot* 

Mr. Hill indicates that Mr* Scott would like a copy of the letter which had 
come to us for his attorney, so that further letters could be stopped. Mr, Park 
and I have refused this request based on the problems this could cause us in a 
potential liability related to releasing confidential information which would 
affect an individual's character.
